Dies Of Injuries 
In Auto Accident 


Funeral Services Held, 
Coram Episcopo, In 
Fowler On Thursday 


Fowler.—Solemn funeral §ser- 
vices were held Thursday morning 
at Sacred Heart Church, here, for 
the repose of the soul of the Rev. 
Leo J. Dufrane, deceased pastor 
of that church, who died Monday 
afternoon at St. James Hospital, 
Chicago Heights, of injuries suf- 
fered in an accident that happened 
near Chicago Heights on Sunday. 
The celebrant of the Solemn Re- 
quiem High Mass was the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Edward Mungovan, Vicar- 
General of the diocese of Fort 
Wayne, assisted by the Rev. Ed- 
- Cyr, deacon, the Rev. John P. 

hall, subdeacon, the Rev. Emil 
Schweier, the Rev. Maurice Foley, 
masters of ceremonies, the Rev. 
Leo Breitenbach, thurifer, the Rev. 
Edward Fallon and the Rev. Am- 
brose Kohne, acolytes. 


The Most Rev. J. G. Bennett, D. 
D., assisted at the throne and 
preached the funeral sermon. Dea- 
cons of honor to the Bishop were 
the Very Rev. Msgr. A. J. Cope- 
nolle and the newly-created Msgr. 
John Sullivan. Clergy of the dio- 
cese of Lafayette and the diocese 
of Fort Wayne chanted the office 
of the dead. The Mass was sung 
by the newly-formed priests’ choir 
of the diocese of Lafayette. 

Another service will be held in 
Hammond, Friday morning. The 
body of Father Dufrane will be 
interred there following this ser- 
vice. 

Father Dufrane’s fatal accident 
was caused by a tire blow-out as he 
was driving near Chicago Heights. 
His car was thrown into a culvert 
by the force of the blow-out, and 
it was here that he suffered the 
fractured leg and concussion of the 
brain that resulted in his tragic 
death. He was conscious when 
taken to St. James Hospital at

Says They Will 
Penetrate Armed 
Forces If Able 


Says Communists In 
United States Have 
Not Changed Ideas 


Washington, July 2, —(NC) — 
Warning that determined commun- 
ists in the United States “have 
not changed their ideas and will 
continue, with or without outside 
aid, to plot such a revolution as 
they think will realize the Marx- 
Lenin dream,” the Military Affairs 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives says “if they are able 
to do so they will penetrate within 


the armed forces on which we rely 
for security.” 


Reporting to Congress on a study 
made by the Committee of pos- 
sible threats of Communist pro- 
paganda in the armed forces, the 
House group points out that “the 
United States has never sought 
through duress or propaganda, to 
impose its political ideologies of 
Alien peoples,” and “yet this hos- 
pitable nation has been a prey to 
almost every ‘ism,’ ‘archy’ and 
‘ology’ conceived by man.” 

The 30-member Committee ad- 
opted unanimously this report 
which was prepared under the di- 
rection of a five-member sub-com- 
mittee. 


“Since 1919,” the report asserts, 
“communists have been everywhere 
at work within this country, sup- 
ported and financed liberally from 
abroad, and if they are able to do 
so they will penetrate within the 
armed forces on which we rely 
for security.” 


The report asserts that since tha 
day Germany invaded Russia ‘the 
aim of overthrowing our Govern- 
ment by force and violence in or- 
der to set up a communist state 
has not been visible in communist 
propaganda.” : 


: “Now, however,” the reports adds 
“we-are entering on a new era 
in which no one can forsee the 
turn of events.” 


“Groups of determined commun- 
ists here have not changed then 
ideas,” the Congressional. Com- 
mittee says, “and will continue, 
with or without outside aid, to 
plot such a revolution as they think 
will realize the Marx-Lenin dream, 
and will stop at nothing to ac- 
complish their aim.” 

The report quotes Daily Worker 
advice to Communists in 1935 to 
join the Army and Navy in the 
event of war, which says ran in 
part as follows: “Should a new 
imperialist war break out, despite 
all efforts of the working class to 
prevent it, the communists will 
strive to lead the opponents of wur, 
organized in the struggle for peace, 
to struggle for the transformation 
of the imperialist war into a civil 
war against the fascist instigators 
of war, against the bourgeoise, for 
the overthrow of capitalism.” 


It is stated in the Committee 
document that it is “more in the 
nature of a complication than an 
original contribution to the ma- 
terial on communism.” It is limi- 
ited, it is said to excerpts from 
“authoritative and official com- 
munist public statements.”

Carrier Franklin Saved 
By Men’s Faith In Their 


to Holy Angels, Gary, as pastor, Chaplain, Writer Says

New York, June 25 — (NC) — 
Faith saved the aircraft carrier 
Franklin on the day she was bomb- 
ed and almost mortally wounded 
by explosions of her own munitions 
and the main source of that faith 
was the Rev. Joseph T. O’Callahan, 
S. J., the carrier’s chaplain, Quen- 
tin Reynolds declares in the second 
of two articles on the “Courageous 
Chaplain” in Collier’s magazine. 

hen one Japanese plane broke 
through the American defenses 
and began chewing up the deck of 
the Franklin, Father O’Callahan 
was seen calmly walking along the 
flight deck carrying a hose, Mr. 
Reynolds writes, “He was so busy 
he never noticed the plane,” the 
author continues. “But everyone 
noticed the padre. ... He walked 
through smoke and fire, and em- 
erged unscathed. . . Men began to 
believe that if you were with 
Father O’Callahan you were safe. 
They crowded around him saying, 


“What next, padre?’ And he’d tell 
them.”

After it was all over, I 
couldn’t help wondering if the 
Queen of Mothers, didn’t have a 
twinkle in her eyes or the faint 
trace of a smile on her face, as she 
pointed out to her Divine Son, “her 
boys” worshipping under these cir- 
cumstances, 


Moreover, we don’t confine our 
prayers to public services or places, 
as the many foxholes become sanc- 
tuaries of prayer when the occv- 
pants finger their beads and recite 
the mysteries with quivering lips, 
as shrapnel and certain death lurks 
above. I, personally, haven’t been 
outdone in this regard. Never in 
my life have I said as many ros- 
aries within the space of an hour, 
nor has an hour seemed like an 
eternity. 

At present, we have a small 
chapel in this area, where we have 
daily Mass in the evening, and it is 
very well attended. Besides this I 
have been having five Masses on 
Sunday, plus the usual line of con- 
fessions, and also visits to the aid 
stations and hospitals every day. 
Conditions are improving, and 
gains made on all fronts, so it 
shouldn’t be too long before the 
island is secured. 


May I conclude this rather 
lengthy letter, with best personal

Many Children Went To 
Country Home While 
Adults Were Given Work 


Paris, July 2, —(NC)— One of 
the Paris convents visited most 
frequently by the Gestapo was that 
of the Fathers of Sion on rue No- 
tre Dame des Champs. This was 
because for many years these Re- 
ligious had been devoted to the 
conversion of Jews and published 
a periodical called The Question 
of Israel. 


As soor as the Germans arrived | 


in Paris, they investigated the 
Fathers of Sion. . Their archives 
were carried off for examination 
and seals were placed on lockers, 
drawers, desks, etc. The inven- 


tories were repeated again and 
again. and one was particuiarly 
brutal.

Cardinal Innitzer Is Well, 
Churches Open, Say Reports 
From -Russian-Held Vienna

Salzburg, Austria, July 2—News received here during 
the last few days from the Most Rev. Johannes Filzer, Aux- 


iliary Bishop of Salzburg, indic 


ates that His Eminence Theo- 


dor Cardinal Innitzer, Archbishop of Vienna, is in good 
health and has not been interferred with by the Russian 
occupation authorities in the Austrian capital. 


Other reports reaching here from?- 


Vienna say that the churches there 
continue to function undisturbed. 

What is believed to be the first 
pastoral issued by an Austrian 
Bishop since the end of hostilities 
was read last Sunday in all church- 
es of the diocese in accordance 
with instructions of the Most Rev. 
Andreas Rohracher, Archbishop of 
Salzburg. The pastoral announc- 
ed the Archbishop’s intention to. 
introduce Perpetual Adoration of 
the Most Blessed Sacrament 
throughout the archdiocese at an 
early date. 


“It is my desire that it (Per- 
petual Adoration) never cease, 
either day or night,” the Arch- 
bishop told the faithful. He also 
informed them that by permission 
of the American Military author- 
ities religious instruction will 
again be given in the _ public 
schools and diocesan newspapers 
again be published after having 
been suppressed for many years 
by the former nazi regime. 

The pastoral appeals to the faith- 
ful not to despair despite the pres- 
ent difficulties and to do every- 
thing towards strenghtening their 
religion, which offers the only true 
hope of reconstruction. 

Archbishop Rohracher expects to 
offer Pontifical Mass at an early 
date in Salzburg Cathedral, whicn 
suffered serious damage during an 
air raid last October. The work 
of rebuilding the cupola, which 
crashed into the center nave, is 
scheduled to begin soon. During 
the same air raid St. Andrew’s 
Church here was damaged beyond 
repair.

OTALITARIANIS®M is a long word covering various versions. of 
one idea, with a rather simple meaning; namely, that the whole 
man belongs, body and soul, to some particular person or force. 
Totalitarianism is a religion, for any idea which disposes of a man’s 


soul can hardly be called anything else. 


And because it is a re- 


ligion, it persecutes Christianity and Jewry, for it sees these as 


rival religions. Thus, we have: 


1. Fascism, or the idea that the state owns the whole man; 
2. Nazism, which makes a religion out of race; only those have 
souls, said Hitler, who have been born pure Germans; the rest are 


sub-human; 


3. Japanese Imperialism, or worship of an emperor instead of 


God; 


4. Communism, which makes a god out of one class, the pro- 
letariat (whatever that is), and makes war on the rest of society.

Somewhere in his writings, St. 
Augustine puts these words on the 
lips of Our Blessed Lord: “Thou 
sfalt not change Me into thee as 
Thou dost food into thy flesh.

In other words, Holy Commun- 
ion works quite differently from 
ordinary bread. In or out of the

,as the man it honors, Father Wil- 
‘liam Corby, of New York State, 
Chaplain of the Irish Brigade, was 
‘loved and remembered. ;

Nelson, you know, started out 


as an amateur down in his native 
Texas, but soon learned that he 
could make a lot more money as a 
pro golfer than he could doing any- 
thing else, so he promptly deserted 
the amateur ranks. 


In Jones’ case it was different. 
The son of well-to-do parents, Bob- 
by could indulge his golfing whims 
at pleasure and never had to worry 
where his next meal was coming 
from. He could concentrate on his 
golf and he concentrated on it so 
well that he finally climaxed his 
career in 1930 by winning both 
the American and British Amateur 
and Open championships, a feat 
unprecedented in golfing annals, 
and one likely never to be accom- 
plished again, unless, as mentioned 
beforehand, another Byron Nelson 
comes along as an amateur and 
stays that way. 


Jones won the American Ama- 
teur title in 1924-25-27-28-30, 
and was runnerup in 1919 and 
1926. He won the American Open 
in 1923-26-29-30, he tied for it 
in 1925-28 and lost in the playoff 
each time, and finished second in 
1924. How one man could hold 
his form and stay on edge for 
years in such a tough competitive 
league as big time golf is beyond 
the imagination of the average 
golfer, but Jones did it; he sim- 
ply was unbeatable by anyone, 
amateur or pro, for nearly a de- 
cade. And, remember, he was 
winning his titles at match play 
in the amateur field and at medal 
play in the open competition. It 
seemed to make no difference to 
him, either way. 


Now, look at Nelson’s record for 
the past year, and decide for your- 
self if you think he’s better at his 

ak, than Jones was at his best. 

he Philadelphia Inquirer annually 
sponsors an Invitational tourna- 
ment which attracts the nation’s 
top flight players. From the 1944 
tournament to the 1945 event, both 
inclusivé, Nelson played a total of 
110 rounds of competitive golf. It 
was all at medal play, of course, 
where the issue is decided by 
strokes, not by the number of holes 
won and lost. 


In those 110 rounds of play, em- 
bracing 30 tournaments, Nelson 
won 18 of them, placed second in 
seven, third m two, fourth once 
and sixth twice, just to prove that 
he was human, [ guess. In that 
calendar year, he shot 65 or better 
on 13 occasions, and in his final 
round at Philadelphia where he 
won the Inquirer Invitational

He never had a fight 
on the field for the very good 
reason that no one ever was so 
foolhardy as to tackle him. 


When he was 42, just to show 
you the state of his health, he en- 
listed as a private in the exacting 
Marine Corps, and in less than two 
years he had risen to his present 
rank of eaptain. At last reports, 
he was with a combat outfit in the

The Muddled Musings 
Of Angelo Patri 


A FEW weeks ago, in a syndi- 
cated article, Angelo Patri, a 


member of that queer legion of | 
“specialists” who help to fill out! 


space in our daily papers, gave 
his opinion on religious education 
in the public schools. 
argument against such a practice 
more compelling, he added 


word “compulsory” to religious ea- | 


ucation and said, “I believe this to 
be a dangerous doctrine for the 
people of the country to endorse.” 

He then goes on to say that we 


have the best educational system | 


in the world, “and in spite of the 
spread of delinquency that troubles 
us now, we have done well with 
our youth.” If delinquency is 
spreading, we haven’t done very 
well with our youth. Something 
is laéking in their education. 

“We have spent great sums of 
money on school equipment and 
teachers,” he goes on. Yes, and 
even more on reformatories, jaus, 
and feeble-minded institutions. 
“The reports from the war fronts 
speak of our boys and girls as 
intelligent, honorable young peo- 
ple.” In one respect this is true. 
But the reports also speak of 
18,000 AWOL in one sector alone, 
of mass pilfering and black-mark- 
eting, not to mention the many 
cases of marital infidelity which 
are either hushed -up, or ifthey 
leak out to the public, are laughed 
off in the daily press. He then 
reverses himself and admits, “but 
we do have delinquents. .. We 
will always have them as long as 
human nature’s weakness exceeds 
its spiritual strength. Many of 
them can be saved if we set about 
the task of saving them early 
enough” But how? By denying 
them their full need of education? 

Then after extolling the merits 
of the “best educational system 
in the world” he continues with 
the alarming statement: “As things 
now stand, a child must commit 
a major crime before anything 
can be done to help save him from 
himself.” He then shows how the 
present system of correctional in- 
stitutions and parole actually help 
to make him more wayward. He 
forgets that he started out by 
denying the most efficient agency 
that could make “spiritual strength 
exceed human weakness,” and thus 
save the tax-payer millions of dol- 
lars ured in the upkeep of refor- 
matories and jails. The weakness 
in his writings, as in the writings 
of many another “expert,” is that

as to what “religion” is or means.

Mr. Engieman is a form- 
er superintendent of Decatur pub- 
lic schools. 

The main fear, of course, of the 
antagonists of religious training in 
the public schools is sectarianism 
and “dogma,” that is, definite rules 
of moral conduct. What one “e- 
ligion considers a sin, another de- 
nies is a sin. One school of 
thought, seeking a middle course, 
advocates Bible reading in the 
school. But merely reading the 
Bible will not offset human weak- 
ness, unless it is properly inter- 
preted. This would lead to more 
confusion. 

Government compulsion is not 
necessary to help fill out the whole 
education of youth in American 
public schools. ‘To date the best 
solution is the released period for 
religious training, whereby the 
schools cooperate with the church- 
es in giving instruction one period 
a week, at least. The best solu- 
tion, of course, for Catholic youth, 
is enrollment in Catholic schools, 
where, if we have such signs about 
as “For God and Country,” we 
really mean it.

As quoted in the New York Her- 
ald-Tribune, Bishop Oxnam said 
“the Protestant chaplain who has 
faced the fact that, in countries in 
which the Roman Catholic Church 
has a strong majority, full re- 
ligious, liberty is denied minority 
groups, finds himself sorely 
troubled. He has experienced dis- 
abilities in the political field his 
fellow Protestants face.” 

This causes particular puzzle- 
ment here. First of all, why should 
the bishop make it the burden of 
his talk? If he heard this from 
chaplains as their most universal 
observation: what were the chap- 
lains doing? .observers ask. Were 
United States Army chaplains 
spending their time proselytizing 
among the civilian population, and 
were they rebuffed? Certainly this 
was not the case. It didn’t make 
any difference whether a country 
was Catholic or Protestant, army 
chaplains were free to minister 
to U. S. soldiers, the job they went 
overseas to do. No one claims 
otherwise. And what does Bishop 
Oxnam mean by saying the Amer- 
ican chaplain “has experienced dis- 
abilities in the political field his 
fellow Protestants face?” Where 
do Protestants face political dis- 
abilities in any Catholic country 
Bishop Oxnam visited? Not in 
Italy, certainly. That is a Cath- 
olic country, but the government 
has been non-Catholic since 1870. 
Not in France, either. France, too, 
is Catholic by population, but hard- 
ly in the matter of government. 

Observers here don’t believe 
Bishop Oxnam meant Spain. What 
with his association with the 
“Friends of the Spanish Republic,” 
and similar groups, etc., it isn’t 
likely that he would wish to visit 
there, and of course U. S. Army 
chaplains have not gone to Spain. 

* But wonderment here is not con- 
fined to why Bishop Oxnam made 
such a talk after a tour made under 
the auspices of the War Depart- 
ment. The wonderment extends also 


to how he could give utterance to | 


the charge he made. It has been 
asked here if he has not heard that 
Douglas Hyde, who has just retired 
as President of Erie—an over- 
whelmingly Catholic country—was 
a Protestant and was chosen as 
Chief Executive by agreement be- 
tween the two great political par- 
ties of that country? Has bishop 
Oxnam not heard that the Caith- 
ness County Council in Scotland 
recently adopted the attitude that 
“in this Protestant County of 
Caithness no person shall be eligible 
for the post of teacher, director of 
education or librarian under the 
county council who does not pro- 
fess the Protestant faith?” Has 
Bishop Oxnam not heard of the Ku 
Klux Klan in the United States, 
and does he not know that in pre- 
cisely those areas where Catholics 
were proportionately few in number 
this organization flourished most?

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After 3 Years’ Internment 
Missioner Returns To Find

St. Columbans, Neb., July 2 —

“T HERE is one sure way to perpetuate the horrors of war, 
and that is to peri etuate the mowers of hate in the youth 


of America. 


War profiteers recognize 
that nations hate each other. 


Hatred leads to war just as surely as hatred 
leads to feuding and family quarrels. 


Who can doubt it? 
this. It is to their profit to see 
Hatred makes war, and war 


makes money—for the profitéers.> 


Teaching young Germans and Japs 
to hate Frenchmen, Englishmen, 
Russians, Americans, was part and 
pracel of the enemy’s campaign to 
enslave the world. This hatred, of 
course, fits in logically with their 
theory that no men in the world 
are born equal—to Japs or Ger- 
mans. 

Just as logically, hatred of hu- 
man beings; even an enemy nation, 
is unjust according to the princi- 
ples of American democracy. The 
words of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence read: “We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all 
men (not just all Americans) are 
created equal.” Hatred of any na- 
tion, as a nation, flatly contradicts 
this principle. It lashes out in fury 
against a whole people, blindly 
disregarding individual human 
rights. It says in effect: “All men 
are created with equal rights— 
except those who make war on the 
United States.” It lumps the best 
in a nation with the worst and 
condemns them without a hearing.
